Tho 
president: absolutely concurs with the 
opinion of Secretary Metcalf that the 
Japanese have no cause for grievance 
and that no treaty right, has been aiv 
i-ogtutu. The president is convinced 
that in giving the* .Japanese students 
equal cclnciuional rights, while sey- 
araWns ih.3m Irani tither sf.bolars. as 
lias boen dam;, is necessary.

vestigation of the coal: trade in the 
tnterinounlaia country and. niethods 
of acquiring coal property was contin: 
ued by E. E. Clarke, interstate com- 
merce commissioner. 
Ai, great part of 


the session was devoted to the Denver 
& Bio Grande system and its' affiliated 
coal companies. 


G. D.Holliday of Salt Lake 'City 


told of his efforts to acquire title : to 
a tract of coal land in Whitmore can- 
yon, near Sunnyside. He organized 
the Holliday Coal company and under- 
took to mine coal. Robert Forrester, 
geologist of the Utah Coal company, 
with J. Kipman and others, came to 
him, he said, and told him that unless 
he got off the land they would jump 
his claim. Later, during his absence. 
armed men went in and took posses- 
sion of his property, to which a man 
named Robert Kirken setup a claim. 
finally tiring of a legal struggle, he 
sold out to the Pleasant Valley- Coal 
company for $22,600. After the conn- 
pany caused Kirken to jump his claim, 
Holliday testified he went back to the 
property, but was. driven of£ by seven 
armed men and Kirken fired a Bh.pt 
at him. The land which Holliday , tool: 
in 1897 is one of the valuable coal ami 
coking properties owned by the Utah 
Fuel company. 


Arthur Sweet testified that he had 


protested the location of a tract of 
coal lands by Charles M. Owen, who 
filed on it as agricultural 'land. The 
protest was not held and Sweet filed 
on it as mineral land. When he went. 
to take possession ho encountered F. 
M. Wheeling and a Mexican, both 
armed with rifles. Disregarding their 
statement that there "was no coal on 
the land," he went onto the property. 
The armed men followed Mm and 
told him he had to leave. They asked 
him if he would gp at "his pleasure" 
or by force. He consented to so. a,t 
"his pleasure." Afterward, he said, 
he secured two injunctions restrain* 
ing the fuel company from interfering 
with him, But the injunctions -were 
disregarded.

G. companies are 
exempt. The act clearly applies to 
villages as well as ' townships and it 
Is contended also that it applies to 
cities as well. The provision that the 
work Is to be performed under; "the 
street commissioner" would seem to 
indicate that it docs not so apply. 
Cities do not have street commission- 
ers, *o that the law Is of doubtful ap- 
plication anywhere.
